FOR HIGHER EDUCATION.

The General Assemb'y of the United Ires-byterl-

Church Will Expend More
Blooey fop Tuition Total Abstinence a
Qualification for Communion.

The United Presbyterian General Assem-
bly yesterday reaffirmed the condition that
total abstinence should be a qualification of
communion in the church. In the after-
noon memorial services were held, 35 dele-

gates, who had served in the army, taking
charge of the proceedings. A resolution was
adopted taking the appointment out of the
hands of the General Committee and plac-
ing it in a board to be appointed. The re-

port of the Board of Freedmen's Missions
shows that there are 7 stations, 6 ordained
minister missionaries, 7 male workers, 40
female workers. The enrollment in schools
is 2,558 and in Sabbath schools 2,535.
There are 260 students engaged in teaching
public school. The total membership in
churches is 406.

At the evening session the report of the
committee on the Board of Education was
taken up. It showed that in seminaries at
Allegheny and Xenia there were, last year,
nine professors and 111 students, an increase
of 19 students over the previous year. The
monev received during the year at these in-

stitutions was 503,402, of w'hich 571,147 48
came from the Speer estate. In their six
colleges and three academies tnere are oj
professors and instructors and 1,396 stu-

dents. The contributions to these were
S102.331 50. The board expressed the con-

viction that educational enterprises of the
church ought to be recognized as of equal
importance with the work committed to
their mission boards, and that the Board of
Education or some corresponding agency
should be put into a position to assist their
colleges and academies in maintaining and
prosecuting the work of Christian educa-
tion. In conclusion the committee pre-
sented the following, which was adopted:

That this assembly appreciates the work
of the Board of Education in providing aid
for the beneficiary students In our literary
and theological institutions; that $10,030 be
put at the disposal of the board for the
coming year, and that our peoplo bo urged
to raise this amount.

That an Educational Committee, consist-
ing of one member from each synod and
one membor from the Board of Education,
bo appointed. This committee shall co-
operate with the Board of Sducation in
ngitatins in behalf of higher education and
In arousing tho people throughout the w hole
Church to foster our literary and theo-
logical institutions. it shall ptesent
during the year the cause of
hizher education before the synods and
presbyteries of the church and piepare and
publish In our church papers, and in tho
form of tracts, suitaole literature on the
subject. It shall take into consideration
the location of new academies, colleges and
seminaries claiming the recognition of the
church, and what may be done In the way
of unifying onr ecclesiastical work.

It shall consider plans and shall devise
ways and means for tho promotion of the
educational work of the chuich and shall
report the same to the next General As-
sembly. The expenses of this committee
Khali be defrayed from the funds of the
General Assembly.

Dig Engine for the Limited.
For the last six months the Ft "Wayne

road has been using two engines to pull the
Chicago limited. The company has had
two ten-whe- el locomotives built at the Ft.
Wayne shops to draw this express. The
engines are finished, and are being tried on
the western divisions. The tests have been
very satisfactory, the monsters showing up
with great strength and lots of speed. It
is expected that the engines will be put to
worg in a few days.
